An Important I>oc-InIod l»y Hie 
.supreme Court of TennewNee. 

Ad important opinion was delivered 
YYeduesday, in the Supreme Court at 
Kooxville, by Judge i'reeman, upon a 
question ot the liability of ruiiroads iu 
a class of eases in which there has been 
some conflict between American aud 
English authorities and decisions. 

A shipper delivered to the East Ten- 
uessee, Virginia and Georgia lluilroud 
for transportation to Atlanta a box ot 
dressed poultry. The proof showed (hat 
the articles were delivered by the said 
road iu good order to the Dext connect 
ing line, the Western and Atlantic Road, 
at Daltou. Through the negligence ol 
the ageuts of the latter road at Dalton, 
the poultry was delayed there some thir- 
teen days and spoiled. The shippers 
sued the East TeuDessec Road for the 
value of the poultry, on the grouud that 
their usual shipping receipt bound them 
to "forwatd ' the goods iu good order to 
the point of destination, eveu though 
that point was beyoud the terminus sj 
their road. Judge Freeman, iu his 
opinion, said there was some conflict in 
American States on this poiut, but that 
English decisions were uuiform and posi 
tive in holdiug the roads responsible be 
yond their line unless their contract 
of shipment clearly limited their respuu 
sibility. Iu this case the contract agreed 
to "forward" to Atlauta and the road was 
liable for the default even though it was 
through no negligence of its servants. 

The court said it hud no disposition 
to modify the liabilities of railroad* 
which were daily growing more aud more 
powerful in this country. The well es 
tablished principles of the common law 
ought to be rigidly enforced for the pro 
tection of the public. The opinion, 
though not in fact defiuing any new 
principles in Tennessee, yet gives new 
force to old ones over which there is now 
more than ever a growing disposition to 
contend.

Charles llradlaugh, the leader of the 
Euglish Radical Republicaus. has divul- 
ged to a World correspondent the plans 
aud expectations of his party. Brad, 
laugh fully expects to be President of 
the British Republic in 187b'. He states 
that he is only afraid the crisis will come 
too soon — that he is strong euough to 
pull down the monarchy, but not strong 
enough to erect on its ruins a republic. 
According to Bradlaugh, there are two 
great movemeuts of which he is the head 
— one is the republican movemeut, the 
other the free thought, secular or infidel 
movement. The infidels arc not all re- 
publicans, however. There are now in 
Great Britain sixty eight avowed repub- 
lican clubs, with an aggregate member- 
ship of 30,00U men, and it is estimated 
that there are 75,000 ardent republicans 
in the kingdom outside of the infidel 
republicans. There is no central organ- 
ization to govern these associations, but 
Bradlaugh seems to be held as the lead 
er. The republican strength is made up 
of artisaus mainly, and almost wholly iu 
towns, as "nothing can be done with the 
agricultural class." Bradlaugh, howcv 
asserts that the farmers will make no 
trouble when the revolution comes. He 
hopes that the revolution may uot come 
uutil 1870, but says it may be precipita- 
ted at auy moment — by the death of the 
Queen, for instance, or by ber being offi 
cially declared incapable ot longer exer- 
airing her duties by reason ot mental 
alienation. The republicans will not 
permit a regency; they will have none of 
the dissolute, spendthrift Hue of princes 
to rule them. The republic must be 
it. If it should happen j proclaimed. The revolution need not be 
should perish, when he I a violent, one.
